enemy. Beyond such more or less passive 
measures, however, the Chinese are incap- 
able, we believe, of any great effort to resist 
the pressure of Western Powers. They 
uudonbtedly have the will, and they possess 
resources in men and muterial whicl in the 
hands of even an uncivilised but active and 
organising Power would prove very formid- 
able indeed. But there is an utter absence 
of the military spirit in China which, joined 
to 1 most complete and general dishonesty 
in the administration, renders all attempts 
at resistance to invasion hopeless from the 
outset. ‘The only poésible hope for China, 
so far as we can see, is that the victors in 
the late campaign will quarrel over the 
spoils, and that a war between them will 
yet arise out of the difficulty of reconciling 
conflicting interests. 

"It is sad indeed to think that such a 
contingency is even possible. It would be 
a great moral descent fur the great Powers 
of the West, who represent Christianity and 
modern civilisation, to let loose the dogs of 
war in this ancient Empire in order to 
satiate their unhallowed lust of territory 
or greed of gold. How much better might 
they be employed in seeking to find a means 
of assisting China tu rise from the slqugh 
‘int which she has fallen, to help to maintain 
unimpaired and undiminished the grand 
empire which has for so many centuries 
owned the same flag, possessed the same 
literature, customs, and manners, been 
peopled by ona homogeneous race, and which 
is capabie of such great development if 
preserved intact and governed liberally aad 
well. It may be objected that China is 
practically derelict and will in any case 
drift rather to disintegration than make for 
consolidation, but we have no right to leap 
to such a conclusion, and should at any rate 
be ready to extend a helping hand rather 
than assist her to promote national destruc- 
tion. The first step in the direction of 
upholding China would manifestly be to 
assist her to pay the inlemnity, aud the 
next to relieve the stagawtion which has 
fallen on her trade by aiding her in the 
establishment of a national currency ona 
gold -basis. [t¢ is positively inhuman to 
desire that this vast Empire, with its swarm- 
ing but fur the most part poor population, 
should be converted into a dumping-ground 
for the white metal discarded by the whole 
civilised world, with the one exception of 
Mexico. The currency used .by the vast 
majority of the Chinese pesple is copper 
cash ;-silver, whether in sycee or in dotlecs. 
only penetrates the mere outer skin of this 
‘brond land, and the consumption is but 
mode ate. A gold standard, with bank- 
notes and silver token coins, could easily 
be estublished with the guarantee of sume 
of. the great Powers, and worked by a 
National Bank managed throughout by 
foreigners, on similar lines to the Imperial 
Maritime Customs service.

Few days have passed during the last few 
months on which sume mention has not been 
found in the Press of the Far East of .the 
new Trans-Siberian railway route, Traveller 
after traveller has given his experiences, and 
the very names of the chief stations’ be- 
tween Dalny and Moscow are beginning 
to be nearly as familiar os those of the 
various places passed or touched at on the 
old sea-route from Europe to China. The 
comments on the passenger service on the 
Russian railway have been for the most 
part favourable, an-] the appreciation of 
the accelerated mail transport bas been 
manifested by the abandonment by business 
houses in Shanghai of the mail steamera run- 
ning south ward for theircommunications with 
Europe. Fromsomeremarks which wequoted 
yesterlay by Sir ‘Tuomas* SaavaHnessy, 
President of the Canadiah Putific Riilway 
Company, it will have beon s3en that the 
possibility of a continuance of the maritime 
conveyance of mail is not yet despaired of, 
if a fast’ Atlantic service can be counted 
upon before the expiration of the next two. 

.yeirs, at the end of which time the Cana- 
dian -Pacific Compauy’s contract expires. 
Sir Tomas SHaveHntssy’s words certainly 
convey the impression that the sea-route 
between.

foundations, which were nearly completed.” 
The first"sentence might have been written 
five years ago. The second sentence might 
well have been amplified as follows :— 
“The foundations, which were commesced 
three years ago, are not yet quite com- 
pleted, but will be ready to receive the 
superstructure in a few. months.” The 
design for the Law Courts was completed 
and sent out more than three years ago, 
and the structure should by this time be 
nearing external completion at any rate. 
It is difficult to imagine any good or valid 
reason for the highly reprehensible delay 
that has taken place with regard to the proper 
housing of the seats of Justice. The new 
edifice is urgently needed, the accommoda- 
tion in the existing confined and stuffy 
building being scandalously inadequate and 
by no ineang too sanitary. Possibly the 
now stereotyped reply will be given to Mr. 
Srewart's question, that it has heen im- 
possible to obtain a reasonable tender for 
the erection of the fabric. If this plea be 
accepted then we may be sure that the 
erection of the building will be indefinitely 
delayed. There should be no difficulty iu 
the Government making a contract for the 
buildin: of this important work. A few 
thousand dollars more or lesa should not 
be allowed to stand in the way, if the 
contractor is prepared to put in good 
work and carry it out to the satisfac- 
tidu of the Director of Public Works. 
Should it be found, lhowever, that 
there is a conspiracy on the part of con- 
tractors to attempt to squeeze the Govern- 
ment, then the course of the authorities is 
plain enough. They should hire their own 
labourers, engage foremen, purchase mate- 
rials, and prepare the granite in their own 
quarries. The exterior walls of the building 


‘are to be built of dressed pranite, and

valuablo time might have been saved if the 
Government had had the sense to prepare 
‘the granito while the founda‘ions were being 
laid. It is simply humiliating for a Govern- 
ment to confess that it has been baulked by 
a Chinese contractor on its own ground ;

CANTON’S TRADE IN 1902.

Mr. Consul-General James Scort’s report 
on the trade of Canto. for the year 1902 
has been issued by the Foreign Offica, with 
the date May. 1903. It is a document of 
commendable couciseness, but it is furnish- 
ed with full comparative tables of the 
principal articles of import and export 
during 1901 and 1902. . The trade of 1902, 
“yeckoned in Haikwan tals, shows a large 
increase of some 33 per ceof. over the 
figures of 1901, the previous best year. 
The total value last year was 80,728 943 
Hk. Ts. as against Hk. Tls. 60,845,410 in 
1901. The total is made up as follows :—

SOUTH AFRICA AND CHINESE 
LABOUR. 


( Daily Press, 8th J uly.) 


In the Jue number of the Empire Review 


there appenrs an article by Mr. H. Kopscu, 
late Commissioner and Statistical Secretary 
of the Imperial Maritime Customs of China, 
on the subject of “ How to Solve the South 
African Labour Question.” Mr. Kopscu’s 
attitude is frank, Free iuimigration, it 
appears to him, is the solution of the Rand 
Labour. question, and it will be time enough 
to introduce legislation a-ainst an unduly 
large influx when the tendency in that 
direction is established. He draws up a 
s'rong defence of the Chinese iminigra.nt, 
protesting against. the “ appalling ignor- 


-ance” of those who regard the Chin:se as 


a race of undesirables; and endeavours to 
show that they would ba of great advan- 
tange and contribute to the material strength 
of the Rand by increasing the opportunities 
for enterprise and conducing to the comfort 
of the colonist in a marked degree, He 
writes : — The evidence tends to show that 
“ much of the unskilled labour done by the 
“Chinese is of a character distasteful’ to 
“white men, whose high wages make it 
“tmnperatively necessary on the part of 
“capitalists to employ cheap liubour whore 
“ negroes, as in the West Indiva, fail -to 
“maintain the development of the trae 
“and industries of the place. European 
“immigrauts naturally look for higher 
“employment and better pry than can be 
“earned with pickaxe and shovel, They 
“do not emigrate to sub-tropical countries 
“to do cheap labour; but that, however, 
“has to be dona, or it will stop the progress 
“aud prosperity of the territory ; and it 
“has been proved that the labour per- 
“formed by Chinese in different lands, 
“while benefiting the State at large, 
“actually creates superior employment for 
“ European workmen; a fact which the 
“artisan clasg should note with satisfaction.” 

t. Kopscu confessedly deals with the 
question of Chinese immigration athicully 
rather than practically. But it is the 
practical side, after all, which is of most 
importance in the: matter of South Africa, 
We have always doubted the sincerity of 
those who have attempted to demonstrate 
that Chinese immigration is to be dis- 
couraged on account of the greater vicious- 
ness of Chinese ‘than of other peoples ; 
and with Mr. Korsca we must agree 
as to the ignorance of those who would 
class and treat the Chivese like negroes. 
The practical: questions in Soutli Africa, 
however, are whether the Chinaman is 
actually wanted there, whether he will con- 
sent to go thither, and whether he will find 
a suitable environment, It ‘cannot yet be 
said to have been proved that the negro 
labour supply is. insufficient, if Central 
Africa be drawn upon. As to the second 
question, very stringent regulations have 
been proposed under which Chineselabourers 
shall be brougut to South Africa. - But, as 
Mr. Korgce says, “‘no Jabour association 
“is likely to obtain the sanctioa of the 
“Chinese Government to the despatch of 
“contract coolies under conditions proposed 
“by the Chamber of Mines, that of positive 
“serfs, even if any British official could be 
‘found to suggest this traffic in labourers ; 
“and in the event of indentured labour 
“heing obtainable, the Colonial or British 
“ Government would have to guarantee that 
“the indenture shall not be transferred with 
“the emigrant to a third party. The 
“assumption of this responsibility would 
“raise the question of the power of the Im-

for Naval requirements on an approved site. 
T enclose an extract from the Admiralty on this 
subject. 

5. You will observe that this scheme would 
involve the Colony in very heavy expenditure 
and the expenditure would not be imited to the 
p ‘ovision of a New Naval Yard and Dock, since 
the removal of the existing yard would a'so 
necessitate the removal of the whole or a large 
part of the Military Establishment adjoining 
the Naval Yard, and tho erection of new Ord- 
nance Stores. Magazines, Barracks, kc, and 
possibly of new defence works. 

6. I have very carefully considered the whole 
subject, and while I am atonce most reluctant 
‘to negative a proposal put forward by infinential 
members of the community a'd supported by 
yourrelf, and am well aware how strong are the

ERXITRACT FROM A LETTER FROM THE 
ADMIRALTY TO COLONIAL OFFICE, 
DATED 9TH. MARCH, 1903. 

Their Lordships’ first duty is to provide for 
the necessities of His Mejesty’s ships on the 
China Station, present as well as future, and 
under -no circumstances can they assent to 
abandon the present works, the early completion 
of which they believe to be necessary to security. 

Subject, however, to the requirements of the 
Navy being met, their Lordships are anxious to 
place uo obstacle in the way of the commercial 
expansion of the Colony, aud they fully recognise 
that, it is best whenever possible to establish 
Naval Stations outside the boundaries of great 
commercial harbours. 
| Whilst, therefore, their Lordships for the 

reasons already stated cannot see their way to 
themselves negotiate for any new si‘e for the 
Naval Yard, they would not refus3 to consider 
an offer from the Colony to re-provide equivalent 
accommodation ou an approved site. 

In suggesting equivalent acosmmodation, 
their Lordships have in view not not only the 


Docks, Basins, Stores, Magazines, Workshops 


and other acceésories to a Naval Yard, but also 
the available anchorage and whatever defences are 
necessary toengure security equal tothat obtained 

| under present conditions, and it might also be 
necessary to raplaca the Naval Hospital, which 
is in the vicinity of the present Yard. 

It is further-necessary that the Navy should 
continue to occupy the pr.sent Yard and 
anchorage until the new establishment is ready, 
and can be hand: d over to them. 

If the Colonial authorities are prepared to 
deal with the} matter on-this basis, I am to 
suggest that they should in the first instance 
forward. particulars of any sites they proposed 
to offer, ie ust not be on the mainiand.

At the Legislative Council on or inst, 


there was laid on tho table f.£. the Governor 
Sir Henry A. Blaka’s Report on the Blne-book 
for 1902, from which we make the following 
extracts :— ~ 
FINANCES. 

The revenny forlthe year 19)2 exclusive of 
land sales amountéd t+ $4,329.712.48. Land 
sales for the year|:eached $571,361.22. The 
total revenue from all sources was there- 
fore $4 901,073.70, or $295,105.70 more than 
the estimate. All the main sources of revenue 
showed an excess over the estima receipts 
with the exception of interest an credit 
balances aud the water rccount, which yielded 
$2,993.08 and $14,050.53 respectively less than 
the es‘imate. Licences and internal revenns 
showed an excess of no less than $158,340.55 
over the estimate, and there were alsc consider- 
able excesses under feos of court or office, &., 
post office and light dues. The expenditure for 
the year, chiefly owing to the slat 


{under the head of miscellaneous services) in con- 
nection with plagne, was very large, and far in 
excess of the estimate, The estimated expendi- 
tare (inciuding that on public works extraordin- 
ary) was $4,558,955 26, but the actnal disburse- 
ments exceeded this estimate by $1,350,593.25. 
The total actual expenditure was $5,909,548.51. 
Deducting from this the total actual receipts, 
ther: was a deficit of $1,008,474.81 onjthe actual 
working of the year, though the surplus of 
assets on December 31st amounted fo $66,869 
exclusive of arrearg of revenue. 

Genoral Revenue and Expenditure.—Here 
is given a brief abstract. of revenue and expendi- 
{ure for the years 1901 and 1902. 

Assets and liabilities. At the 
year 1902 tho surplus of the 
Colony over the liabilities amounted to$66,869.88, 
the total assets being $215,903.89 exclusive of 
arrears of revenue amounting to $90,780 and 
the total liabilities, to $749,034 61. 

Public Debt.—-There is a pablic debt of 
£341,799, 15s. 1d. outstanding. The original debt 
was incurred in ,connestion with the Praya 
reclamation, the Central Market, and water, 
drainage, and sewerage works. Interest at 33 
per cent. is payable upon the loan! 
being paid off by a sinkifg fund. 

: INDUSTRIES. 

Most: of the local industries of the Colony 
were carried on with satisfactory results during 
1902 and were less hampered by plague than 
during the preceding year. The fall in the 
exchange value of|silver, to which Sir W. Gas- 
coigne referred in his Blue-book Report for 
1901, continued thronghont 19J2 with hardly a 
break. The effect of this fall, however em- 
barra:sing in other respects, is undoubtedly 
advantageous as regards many local produc- 
fons and indus‘ries. Cotton-spinning in Hong- 
koog was carried on ian 1902 under more favour- 
able circumstances than have prevailed since 
the initiation of this industry. Comparative 
immunity from plegue, together mith improved 
skill on the part of operatives, Ited in

declining exchange which checked excessive 
imports of Indian] yarns, the local) spinnings 
were freely sold at gradually advancing dollar 
prices. Under normal conditions the progress

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

From 4th Jauuary, 1902, to 8th Se tember, 
1902, curing my absence on leave, Sir W. J. 
Gascoigne, K.C:M.G., administered the Govern- 
ment. April, 1962, Mr. W. M. Goodman 
was appointed Chief Justice, and towards the 
close of the year received the honour of 
Kuighthood. Sir Henry Spencer Berkeley, late 
Chief Justice. of Fiji, succeeded him in the 
office of Att rney-General. Mr. J. H. Stewart- 
Lockhart, C.M.G., was appointed Commissioner 
of Weibaiwei in April, 1992, and was succeeded 
ax Colonial Secretary by Mr, F. H. May, C.M.G. 

The Corovation of His Majesty the King 
was celebrated in the Colouy by a special 

service in the Cathedral, by general ilumion- 
tions, and by the presentation of loyal addresses. 
A statue of His Royal Highness the Duke of 
Connaught—the gift of Sir Paul Chater, 
C.M.G.—was unveiled on 5th July, 1902, and 
it was announcad on that occasion that the 
same donor and Mr J.J. Bell-Irving intended 
to present the Colony with statues of His 
| Majesty the King and of His Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales. 

The New Territory has cc utinued its gradual 
and peacefnl development; and if it were not 
for the. occasional inroads of disorderly char- 
acters from the Chinese side of the frontier 
thrre sheuld be but little to record in the way 
of robbery or outrage. The demarcation of 
the whole af the New ‘l'erritory, with the ex- 
ception of certain strips and the island of 
‘Lamma, was finished during the year. The 
construction of an excellent road from Kowloon 
to Taipo, a distance of about 18 miles, was 
pratically complet:d. Tho system of police 
stations is also complete, and nearly every 
station is connected with the city by 
telephone. The settlement of Jand claims 
has been steadily progressing, and it is 
hoped that the work for which the tem- 
porary Land Court was created will shortly 
be concluded. The area of the New Ter. 
ritory is about 370 square miles, of which the 
cultivated urea is about 45,000 acres or 60 square 
miles, _The estimated population is slightly 
over 100,000. At present the expenditure on the 
New Territory, largely due to the cost of the 
Land Court and Public Works Extraordinary, 
is considerably in excess of the revenue; but 
judging from the present rate of progress and 
prospects for the future it may be expected that: 
the revenue will equal the expenditare within 
seven or eight years. The local Chamber of 
Commerce has pronounced itself strongly in 
favour of the compulsory adoption of the metric 
system of weights and measures throughout the 
Empire, and will welcome any change in that 
direction.

Cruelty to animals is scandalously 
prevalent ‘in the Colony, and the oxisting state 
of things: calls for systematic prevention of 
these cases of which the one described above is 
a glaring example. Should the police not Yet 
have received a complaint, we may state that 
evidence of the occurrence can be had from 
Captain Kellett, Sherwood Foresters; Mr. 
White, verger of S. John’s Cathedral; Mr. 
J.£. Sinclair, Messrs. Jardine. Matheson + Co.'s 
East Point Godowns; and Mr. EB. F. Skulls, 
trainer to Mr. Master. 


In connection with this same case a corres- 
pondgnt signing himsalf “Keiss” writes as 
follows under date 9th July :-— 

I think itis time something was dene to stop 
cruelty to animaisin this part of the British 
Empire. This afternoon John Chinaman and 
some of his friends had their usual drive alohg 
the Valley, and after thrashing the pony and 
driving it until it could not stand they simply 
uubockled the harness and left the poor animal 
not to die but to be tortured {o death by the 
wayside, I was not the only observer of this 
case of cruelly.. Hon. Dr, Atkinson, and Mr. 
E. F. Skulls were also witness's of the affair 
and I am snre these gentlemen know when 
animels are ill-treated. It is not an unusual 
thing for Celestials to go ont with horses and 
thrash the very life cut of them. When tho 
poor pony had fallen down from sheer exhaus- 
tion, the coolies belonging to the Chun Wah 
stables showed little mercy to it; they tried to 
shift it to another place with marling-spikes 
and iron bars, and tied ropes round the animal's 
middle until it was like an hour-glass in shape. 
I thivk the Government might appoint some 
officers to look after the welfare of animals in 
this Colouy, as it is a cruel shame the way 
horses and others animals are dealt with at the 
hands of some of their Chinese owners. I trast 
that some of the right authorities will see to this. 


CHINA’S CURRENCY. 
ne Cones 
SIR ROBERT HART'S SUGGESTION. 

Tho N.-C. Daily Newe publishes the following 
special translation of a memorial containing 
suggestions concerning an uniform currency, 
presénted to the Waiwupn by Sir Robert 
Hart, Inspector-General of Imperial Mari- 
time Customs :— 

1. While the various countries of the world 
possess a gold standard, China at the present 
day is still without it and yet continues the 
use of silver money. “It is not because other 
countries have no silver money, but since ‘gold 
began to have a steady value regulations were 
made for a fixed ratio between gold and silver, 
China net only has no gold currency, but her 
silver money even has’ no uniform weight or 
appearance, nor has shea fixed ratio of exchange 
batween the two metals, so that whenever 
there is need for gold it must be obtained 
at market rates. For this reason people in 
China labour under the difficulty of fluctuating 
rates of exchange at various hours of the day. 
Moreover the silver dollars in nse are limited 
in number, the balance of the currency being 
largely made up of silver ingots and lumps. 
These lumps and ingots of silver are merely so 
much silver in the mass, and in the barter for 
goods-are much inferior to the silver dollar. 
During the past twenty to thirty years the 
output of silyer-mines has been exceedingly 
great and much more than is needed for 
use by the various countries of the world, and 
it is increasing from year to year so that 
silver has become cheap2r and chaper and the 
purchasé price as compared with gold gradually 
less and less. Hence it would be much wiser 
for China to maintain a gold standard instead of 
a silver one as at present since silver has 
dropped down to such a degree and moreover 
possesses uo certain or uniform. exchange, 
sven. wilhin the limits of a single day. Tho 
hundreds of trades are all disastrously affected 
by the present state of the currency while 
the Government having to pay its foreign 
debts in gold,. both country and  peaplo 
are being plunged into the depths of financial 
distress. The - conditions pictured in the 
foregoing therefore compel one to seek some 
plan whereby they may be ameliorated, and so

whole empire. To do thisa Mint to atrike these 
coins is of paramount importance and indispens- 
able. The Central Government must establish 
a special Mint of its own which shall strike all 
the coins needed according to ‘fixed regulation 
and no branch miots must be! permitted to be" 
established elsewhere. As for the proposal 
to start a Government Bank, while there are, of 
courss, certain benefits and advantages obtain- 
able from such an institation! as a matter of 
fact sach a Bank can have little to do with 
the making of o fixed ratio in the exchange 
of gold and silver. . 
3. If it be decided to coin money to supply 
the currency needed for the whole empire it 
would be advisable to contioue to retain

When 
China therefore has reformed her fiscal system- 
then it will be of advantage to also establish , 
Government Bank. There are six objects in 
starting.a Government Bank: (a) To assist 
the authorities to collect and take charge of 
‘revenue and keep account of it. (b) To enable 
the collector. of revenues to keep account of 
monies disbursed, etc. (c) To take charge of 
(d) To 
take charge of monies deposited by the masses 
under the same terms and conditions as ordinary 
mercantile banks. (e) ''o do the same as other 
banks in investing government and private 
funds deposited with it. () To transmit for 
the government all funds needed in the 
provinces: and that should be sent abroad. 
The above six clauses are the basis of a 
bank's existence. ‘There is also a further 
important matter to consider in such an institu- 
tion, and that is the necessity of appointing as 
few officials as posstble to such a Bank in order 
not to interfere with the commercial nature of 
the place. Such a Bank having been established, 
it will have to work in conjunction with the 
Mint. The Mint may be even made a depart- 


‘ment of the Bank, if so it would perhaps greatly 


simplify matters. With regard to the establish- 
ment of branch offices or agencies of the 
Government Bank, they should be started as 
the need for them arises. Indeed, the present 
customs Bank in the outpor(s or any substantial 
financial institution may also be selected to take 
up the duties of such agencies in the usual 
manner like other Bank agencies. 

The first and most important idea in 
these suggestions is of course the making of 


a fixed rate in the exchanga of silver currency 


and gold. The next idea refers to tha ext.n- 
sion of the first on the understanding that the 
first idea has been made a fait accompli. Should 
it be determined to put into practice these sug- 
gestions, there are yet details connected with 
them which may be entered upon as each

YI YONG-IK AGAIN 
19:h June, 

Since sending my letter away of yesterday [ 
have learnt thatan attempt has bean made {o 
murder Yi-Yong-ik. As I said he was in the 
Japanese Government Hospital at Seoul, and 
the Japanese Minister had guaranteed that his 
life would be safe thero. He had raceived 
every attention and a guard of police was placed 
there by order of tha Ministor, to make cartain 
that he would not be molested in ‘any wy. 
What,really happened is, someone has tried to 
blow up the hospital, so as to murder Yi Yong.-ik. 
It happened- cn Monday a'ternoon 12th 
instant at 230 o'clock. It appeared that 
dynamite was placed under the room where Yi 
was, aud exploded, blowing it to pieces, but 
fortunately Yi was not hurt atall, and only oue 
of his servants had his shoulder slightly hurt. 
Jnst before the explosion, strange to say, ths 
doctor had left him, the policeman in attendance 
left the same time, which looks rather 
suspicious, 

‘The affair was at once reported to the Japanese 
Minister, who appeared at once on the scone, 
looking rather dej sted. Yi, who waa fast 
recovering from his illness, expressed a wish 
to leave at once, and the Minister provided him 
with a chair cud bearers, and a guard of 
Japanese police, and Yi was escorted to his own 
residence in s<fe:y. The Emperor hearing of 
the attempt on } i's life at once sent a battalion 
of Jalaca Guards to keep a watch that no 
further attempt should be made. The Japanese 
Press here and at Seoul are trying to persnade 
the public that it was Coreans who blew the 
placa up, but this is not believed. The Japanese 
Misister seems vory downca t about the affair 
and so he cught tu be, I think.—Mercury,

Sir,—The cost of living is’ a sabject of 
perennial interest to every dw-ller in Hongkong, 
and your leading artiole in yesterday's Daily 
Press in which the prices of market pruduce 
raling ten years ago aro coitrastel with the 
prices ruling to-day, has -doubtless formel a* 
topic of discussion in every household, - 

While there is no room to dispute the all-too. 
palpable fact that prices havogone Up enormously 
during the last ten y ars, there seems to be no set: 
tled opinion as to the cause thereof. Your even- 
ing contemporary, the China Muil, for instance, 
io discussing the matter saya :— We have often 
wondered way market-prices in- Hon kong for. 
local produce should be affested by tho fail of 
exchange, Why it should cost more to grow a 
potato or to rear the ansmic chickens we ara 
accustomed to see in Hongkong or to procure 
& none-too-fres fish for the breakfast-table 
because -the price of silver bullion is depressed 
by ve York manipulators is diffloult to under- 
stand,” 

Well, Sir, I do not think the reasons are 
dificult to comprehend. In the firat place the 
prices would ba ragul ted by the law of demand 
and supply. Ten years ag» this Colony had 
au estimated British and foreiga population of 

the latest official estimate published 
gives that population ag 18,524 
nesa population of the Colony (exclusive 
of the New Tvrritory) has increased in the.

Zafiro. In_ the partiolars of their claim 

laintiffs said that the goods were shipped from 

ongkong to Manils. The premiom paid to 
the defendants was; $13.75, being at the rate of 
25 cents per $100) The goods wero insured 
against the perils’ of the sea. There was a 
{otal loss as to part of the goods and odnstruc- 
tive {otal loss as to the remainder. Notice of 
abandonment was given, shortly after arrival 
at Manila of the Znfird, by tho plaintiffs’ repre- 
sentative to the defendants’ agent at Manila. 
After such notice the defendants’ agent agreed to 
take over the damaged goods as‘ totel loss and 
requested the plaintiffs’ representative to 
a aad of the same on account of the 
defendant. The goods were accordingly sold, 
and realised after payment of oxpenses a 
net sum of $2,097.21, leaving a deficit of 
$4,402.78, of which amonnt $3,725.42 was pay- 
able by the defendants. This sum with interest 
the plaintiffs claimed. 

In their statement of defence, defendants as 
to the first part of the statement of claim 
admitted that the plaintiffs were interested 
under the policy of insurance therein men- 
tioned and they admitted the truth of the 
narticulars therein contained concern- 
lng the voyage and perils insured against ;

JAPANESE CRUISERS VISIT 
AUSTRALIA. t ;

Ths Sydney Town and Country Journal has 
some capital illustrations of the celabrations 
connected with the visitto Port Jackson at the 
‘beginning of last month of the three Japanese 
cruisers, Itsukushima, Mutsushinia and - 
Hashidate under the command of Rear-Admiral 
Kamimura. It is of interest to note; says the 
Journal, that all three ships “have had their 
baptism.of fire, haviog been en ged in the war 
with China They becama prominent, as great 
fighters. Tho Matsushima was engaged 
as flagship at the battle of Yalu, and the 
Itsukushina was also in that battle. The 
form r lost about 40 men from a shell from the 
Chinese warship Ting Yuen, while a lot 
more senzation was provided throughout 
the fight. An outbreak of fire occurred on 
board, and one of the guns had to be thrown 
into thy se:. The marines, however, fought the 
fire, aud prevented it reaching the magazines; 
thus saving the ship and all hands from certain 
destruction. ‘lhe Itsukushima was hit by three 
shells, receiving a lot of damage. The Hashidate 
was afterwards made flagship for Admiral Ito, 
but this vessel e3 aped without injary. 

The Itsukushima and Mutushima were built 
at La Seyae, in France, and the Hashidate in 
Japan, the three vessels being launched between 
1889 and 1891: They are second-elass cru'gors, 
each having a displacement of 4,300 tons. and 
the following measurements :—Length, 295ft; 
breadth, 50ft; and draught, 21f¢ Yin. Their 
engines ate equal to 5,100 horse-power, and the 
arms equipment of each vessel comprisas_ oue 
124-in gun, eleven 12-centimetre quick-firers, six 
12-pounder quick-firers, six Hotchkiss machine 
guns, and four torpodo-tubes. A complete wire- 
less telegraphy equipment is provided on each 
vessel, oy
